passengers of the Cunard liner Etruria 
which arrived yesterday had the exciting 

xperienee on Monday of narrowly escap- 

dg a collision with the United States 

miser Marblehead. 

At 10 o'clock in the morning, when 
about 70 miles from Sandy Hook, the 
o Ulcers on the bridge of the Cunarder 
were startled by the apparition, as Cap- 
tain Ferguson described it, of a large 
vessel looming out of the thick fog, driv- 
ing sleet and snow on the port bow, only 
a few lengths ahead of the Etruria and 
making directly across her bows. Chief 
Officer Bdrr was the officer on the watch 
and was on the bridge with Captain Fer- 
guson. Instantly Mr. Barr, divining the 
danger that threatened, signalled to re- 
verse the engines, then when the Etruria 
had slowed down to a standstill the or- 
der was given to go full speed ahead 
and with the helm hard a starboard the 
Cunarder passed under the stern of the 
Marblehead. 

So close were the two vessels that de- 
spite the mist, the officers on the bridges 
waved their hands to one another. 

Captain Ferguson of the Etruria was 
averse to saying much about the escape, 
but he remarked that if his vessel had 
struck, the Marblehead abeam, as would 
have happened undoubtedly if the en- 
gines had not been reversed, the cruiser 
must assuredly have gone to the bottom 

Speaking of his passage. Captain Fer- 
guson said it was the worst he had ever 
made in the many years of his experi- 
ence. "The trouble was, " he said, "the 
gales were continuous. As a rule when 
we have a bad voyage we run into a gale 
lasting perhaps twenty-four or thirty 
hours; then usually we have a spell of 
line weather before striking another gale. 
But on this trip it was- nothing but gales 
and high seas right straight along from 
the time we left the Irish coast. The 
pray was so thick as to be likened u[>- 
propriately to frozen fog."

Ottawa, Feb. 15.— The department of 
the interior is sending out the first con- 
signment of a new descriptive atlas of 
Western Canada. An edition of 200,000 
is to be printed, but before going to the 
expense of issuing such a large number 
Mr, Sifton ought to stop the press and 
revise his book. With the competent 
officers at the minister's call and the re- 
liable data at hand, there is no good 
reason why such an inaccurate publica- 
tion should be given to the world. An 
examination of the map reveals the fact 
that it is " made in Chicago," but in this 
respect Mr. Sifton lias only followed the 
example of the minister of finance and 
porumaster-general, the first of whom 
gets his Dominion bills done by Ameri- 
cans, and the latter his postage stamps. 
The map of British Columbia shows the 
American claims in the dispute over the 
Canada-Alaska boundary. The bound- 
aries of the new districts in the North- 
west, viz., Ungnva. Franklin. Mackenzie 
and Yukon, created in October, 181)5, are 
very inaccurate, while Newfoundland is 
given a large slice of Canadian territory 
and Labrador. Under the beading 
" Canadian cities;" there are references 
to Montreal, Toronto, Quebec, Halifax, 
Winnipeg. Vancouver and Victoria; but 
Ottawa, Sir Wilfrid's Washington of the 
North, is omitted altogether; so are 
Hamilton. London, Kingston, Frederic- 
ton, Cluylottetown, Regina, etc. In one 
place the interesting statement is made 
that Ottawa is the capital of Ontario. 
On the margin of the map of the North- 
west Territories about 250 places are 
mentioned as " chief cities."

The tugs left the 
city at daybreak this morning and 
arched every island and inlet north- 
ward until t lit» castaways were found at 
o'clock. 

The captain and his men left the ship 
on Sunday at i) o'clock. After twelve 
hours at sea in a blinding gale the two 
boats under the captain and first officer 
made land on Caper's island, a desolate 
and barren little sand spit. In beaching 
both of the boats were smashed and the 
men were thrown into the surf. Though 
almost exhausted they managed to 
scramble beyond the reach of the waves. 
What little drinking water they had was 
lost, together with tile biscuits. 

There was no fresh water and very 
little fuel on the island und no shelter. 
The captain had a few matches in a me- 
lllic box and tearing the seats out of 
the wrecked boats, a fire was made. The 
boats wen; of iron or they also would 
have been burned. The men hovered 
over the blaze during the sleet and snow 
storm of Sunday and Monday. 
On Tuesday one of the boats was 
atched up and both crews got into if: 
and endeavored to reach Port Royal. 
They had been without food and water 
rice Sunday. After painful efforts they

Denied but a Critical Stage 
Reached. 



British* Demand for Footing on 
Lynu Canal the Stated Causa 
ef Rupture.

Washington, Feb. 15. — Whether or not 
the negotiations looking to the settlement 
of ii dozen or more issues between the 
United States and Canada by means of 
a joint commission now in session, will 
ultimately fail entirely can Jic scarcely 
foretold at this moment. Agreements 
.have been readied on some questions of 
first importance, including matters that 
have been the cause of constant friction 
between the United States arid' Canada 
for many years. On some other ques- 
tions the commissioners have not been 
able to get together, and* it is even prob- 
able that they never will, and it remains 
to be seen whether both the United 
.States and Canada will regard the agree- 
ment so far reaching as to constitute a 
fair adjustment. 

To-day's session of the committee' was 
a one-sided affair. After a few minutes 
in joint session, the British members re- 
tired and the Americans remained half 
an hour longer than usual in conference. 
This immediately set afoot the report 
that the British side had presented an 
'ultimatum, Which is being considered by 
the American commissioners. 

This was in general in line with the 
story telegraphed this morning from Lou- 
don that, the negotiations had entirely 
fallen through. 

After tin; session, however a promin- 
ent member of the commission whose at- 
tention was called to the London des- 
patch expressed surprise, and declared 
that there was no truth either in this or 
the report that an ultimatum had been 
presented to-day. The negotiations, he 
.said, were in a critical stage, but there 
was no reason to believe that they had 
failed. That was all that could be said 
-at present. 

Loudon, Feb. 15.— A despatch to the 
Daily Chronicle from Washington says: 
■"Great Britain is disposed to hold ii 
abeyance the negotiations for tin; modi 
ficiition of the Clayton-Bulwer treaty 
until the result of the deliberations of the 
joint high commission is known." 

Buffalo, Fell. 15. — A Special to the 
Enquirer from Washington says: A 
meeting of the Canadian joint high com 
mission Will be held to-day and may be 
the last session of that body. Should 
that, prove to be a fact it will mean that 
negotiations have been a failure, and 
that no treaty will be agreed to.; 

The question at issue is the demand 
by Canadians and Lord Ilerscbell, ri>iv- 
resenting the British government, for a 
portion of the Lynn Canal, thus giving 
Canada direct: access to the Pacific 
ocean over Alaskan territory. The Am- 
erican commissioners are firm in the re- 
sistance of -the demands- having decided 
prima iily not to cede any American ter- 
ritory. 

An impression prevails that the Can- 
adians and Lord Herschell will not lot 
this demand stand in the way of a suc- 
cessful issue of their long and laborious 
efforts, hut: that they will withdraw and 
proceed to a conclusion. 

CONCESSIONS AT SKAGWAY. 

Customs Privileges and Bights of Way 

Offered but No Territorial Juris- 
i • diction. 

Chicago, Feb. 14.— A special to the Tluies- 
lleruld from Washington says: 

Croat Britain and the United States arc 
lo have a closer bond of friendship. The 
joint hisli commission, which came peril- 
ously near breaking up in a rupture Mon- 
day, will probably conclude a treaty after 
all. 

• The United States commissioners Instead 
of presenting an ultimatum, as tin- Cana- 
dians expected, submitted a memorandum 
Conciliatory in tone offering certain rights 
=it Skagwny. and suggesting further nego- 
tiations. The possibility of effecting an 
agreement was also advanced by a oable- 
gi.Mii received by Baron Ilet'scliel from 
Joseph Chamberlain, England's minister for 
the coloulcs, directing the Canadian com- 
mission to exhaust every effort to reach 
an amicable agreement, keeping in miml the 
Importance of promoting the indent cordial 
relations between the United States and 
Great Britain. 

After a brief session the Joint high com- 
mission adjourned until noon tc-day, and 
the Canadian commissioners retired to con- 
sider the memorandum of the United 
States As a result, the Canadian mem- 
bers who were yesterday packing their 
trunks preparatory to going home, said 
that, they might stay in Washington an- 
other week, and that only Baron Hersohcl 
could tell when the Canadians would 

8 Mr. Kasson. of the United Stales coin- 
mission, and Mr. Uay, secretary of stale, 
both say that the meeting this afternoon 
will he of the greatest: importance. It is 
believed that a anal agreement w II be 
reached and that the only work left un- 
done will he the drafting of the treaty. 



Though all . the points ut issue will not 
be' stated, the agreement will be hene- 
(tclal and satisfy the United States and 
the Dominion. It can be stated on good 
authority that, the United Stutes has 
agreed to concede some rights to Canada 
at Skagwny. 

The original demand for a strip of hind 
along one side of the Chllcat river from its 
mouth to Canadian territory, a distance 
of thirty miles, Is dismissed as unreason- 
able. 

The next i]emac, for a cession at Skag- 
wny or a substantial part of Its water- 
front for Canadian docks and customs' 
houses Is also rejected without considera- 
tion. 

The United States, however, ngrees to 
give Croat Britain' certnln rights at Skag- 
wny not Involving the cession of territory 
or the surrender! of sovereignty of one fool 
ot United States soil. These, the Canadians 
as n last resort anil In the Interest of 
amity and friendship, have agreed to ac- 
cept. 

It Is difficult, to learn, owing to the diplo- 
matic character of the negotiations, just 
what these rights an", but: It Is believed that 
they Include the rights on the part of Can- 
ada to establish and maintain at Skagwav 
for a period of years a customs house: 
that the United States agrees to extend 
to Itritlsh ships the right to carry, from 
other than United States ports, goods des- 
tined to the Canadian Klondike, for entry 
through the port of Skagwny and that 
such goods and such ships are to dock 
and discharge their cargoes without Inter, 
ference from the United States customs 
authorities at Skagwny, and the goods are 
to he exempt from the payment of dutv 
to the United States. In other words, 
Creut. Brjtiiln is to enjoy at Skagwav thirty 
miles from , her frontier the prriilege slie 
now enjoys only at her own boundary. 

Under the bonding privilege accorded na- 
tions by international hnv, Great Ittltalii 
can now pass goods through the port, of 
Skagwny to the Klondike in bond without 
payment of duty to the United States. Her 
commissioners complain, however, that the 
petty annoyances of United States officers 
at Skagwny are unbearable, ami that It Is 
to avoid them that these special rights are 
desired. 

Tin' Pacific Coast navigation Interests, 
which, led by Senator Perkins of Califor- 
nia,' have nil along fought, the Skagwny 
concessions, are placated by the provision 
that the British ships can take shipments 
to Skagwny under this scheme from for- 
eign ports only. .They cannot enter the 
trade from Sun Francisco, I'ortlnnu, Seat- 
tle, Tacbinit, Port Townsend or other Unit- 
ed States ports, unless they carry goods 
under the old arrangement, and are prac- 
tically limited In this privilege to goods 
embarked at Vancouver or Victoria. 

The Canadians claim tills will not seri- 
ously Interfere with Pacific Coast naviga- 
tion Interests. 

As a iesult of the negotiations the 
United States has scored a great victory 
on tho Alaskan boundary dispute. So 
complete It Is that the Canadians will 
scarcely admit now that there was ever a 
boundary dispute. The United States won 
by a firmness at the outset which was 
absolutely npalllng to the Canadians. In 
the brief of the United States written at 
Quebec and put in type there, the United 
States commissioners declared that "the 
boundary question wns one for surveyors 
and not for diplomats." 

They declare that under the treaty of 
1S18 the United States and Rritish terri- 
tory was "divided by a line from the sum- 
mit of Mount St. Ellas to the head of 
Portland canal, following the sinuosities 
of the const line at u distance of thirty 
miles, and that to determine this boundary 
It was necessary to survey such a line. This 
position hns been maintained by the Unit- 
ed Stales and conceded in tot" by the 
British commissioners.

Huron George came down, from Victoria 
yesterday, und ho Is lit the Ruluh.-r-Urund, 
with two valets, In the best the bouse af- 
fords. He hns recently came from Lon- 
don, having landed at New Xbrk on the 
steamship Urania and taken the Canadian 
Pacific across the continent. The particu- 
lar object of his visit to Seattle Is to see 
G. K Thorndyko, superintendent of the 
Washington & Alaska Steamship Company, 
to whom he brought a letter of Introduc- 
tion, and to consult with another gentle- 
man who manages his Klondike' pronorttles. 
Ho will return to Victoria ou the City of 
Kingston this morning. 

The linron Is not an Old man. Ho Is 
rather young as barons go, being about :t;i, 
blond, big ttri'dj broad-shouldered, like Eng- 
lishmen who ear much roast beef and drink 
old Ithlne wines. He does not look like n 
baron, that Is. like the Bertha Olny baron, 
tho personification of grace and sang 

Indeed, at first glance he might be pick- 
ed out by an American confidence man as 
a ■•fanner." lint he is more cultured in 
mind than In appearance. 

"Beally, really I am Just going Into the 
Klondike to Iodic otter my properties, you 
know," he replied, when he comprehended 
what was needed. "I am Just on toy, way 
into the country again. 1 have some c aims 
on Bonanza and Kldorado creeks which are 
Immensely valuable, and I must look after 
them They are so Important that I mast 
toot, after them myself.. I was In Daw- 
Ben, you know, rejilly, hist year, looking 
after my properties, and I came out to 
visit old London once again. 

"Reiillv, this town surprises me very 
much. Indeed. T had not expected to see 
s,. much life and energy. \>hy, bless my 
soul. II reminds me of Lombard street 
or Plcodllly on Saturday afternoon. 
have never been in a town In the world 
ot the same population which shows so 
much business activity. There is a great 
future for the Northwest: It Is to be- 
come one of the great districts of the 
world. Awav In Great Britain, we have 
little conception of the wonderful future 
or for that matter of the wonderful pre- 
sent of Washington, Oregon and British 
Columbia. The resources of tills district 
are not comprehended In Europe. I hey 
are verv groat, and there Is no reason 
whv there should not be Immense, 
cities and a great commerce here in the 
future. 

"I believe," he continued. In answer to 
another Inquiry, "that there will very soon 
be a heavy demand in London for Ameri- 
can securities. At the commencement of 
the war with Spain there was of course, 
a selling movement which resulted in mil- 
lions of dollars of stocks and bonds Indus 
unloaded.

FILIPINOS STILL FIGHTING, 

Apparently Short of Ammunition, Hut 
Killing Maily American Soldiers. 

Manila. Fob. 15.— Colonel C. Potter arrived 
from Hollo yesterday evening with des- 
patches from Brignaicr-Rr uernl M, D. Miller 
to Major-General Otis. 

On Sunday General Miller ordered n re- 
connaissance Major Cheatham's battalion 
of the Tennessee volunteers inarched be 
yond Mido without finding the enemy, and 
returned to Hollo. 

Cellar's battalion of tin; Fifteenth United 
Stnte.i Infantry, yvlth two Hotchklss guns 
and one lint ling gun, marched towards Jnro. 
Tills battalion encountered a largo body of 
the enemy, occupying both sides of the 
road, who met the advanced American 
troops with a severe and well directed 
fire. The Americans deployed and returned 
the lire with a number of volleys. The 
troops advanced steadily, supported by- the 
Hltchklss and Catling guns, and drove 
tlie enemy through Jnro to the open coun- 
try beyond. 

The town of Jnro was found to be de- 
serted anil all portable property laid been 
removed. When the Americans entered the 
place there were only a few Chinese there. 
At -1:11) o'clock Captain Griffiths raised the 
American Hag. 

During the lighting outside of Hie (own, 
Lieut. Frank Bowles, of the 18th Infantry, 
while working Hie light battery, was shoi 
in the leg. In addition one private will 
seriously wounded ami two slightly wound 
ed. The rebel loss was severe. 

All was quiet on Monday when Colonel 
Potter left: Hollo.. 

Two natives attempted to slip past th 
United States cruiser Olvinpla during the 
night In a boat. They failed to respond 
When hailed, but kept paddling along.

Offers Made to Representatives of 
Victoria Companies Now Under 
Consideration. 



A few days ago Mr. I;. 0. Wttdbnms, 
of Blaine, Wash., visited Victoria and 
imtde an offer to Mr. Walter Morris, the 
representative of the Columbia Fisher- 
ies, Limited, and other local firms inter- 
ested in lish traps in American waters 
for the purchase of their traps. So tin- 
no sale has been effected and the prepar- 
ing of the traps for the coming season 
is being proceeded with. Mr. Morris 
stated last evening that if Mr. Wad- 
hums and his associates came to his 
terms he would sell but the negotiations 
would not interfere with the prepara- 
tions being made for the season. 

Mr. Wttdhams, it is believed, repre- 
sents a big Chicago syndicate who have 
already secured uu option on a majority 
of the traps on Puget Sound and hope 
to purchase them nil, thus forming 
trust and controlling the fish trap busi- 
ness as far us Puget Sound is concerned. 

In addition to the iish traps there are 
options held on two canneries, and it is 
understood that tin effort is being made 
to secure others. In fact, the ultimate 
purpose of the syndicate is said to be 
too absolute control of both Sltluiou catch- 
ing and salmon cunning, 

"The syndicate was organized in Chi- 
cago by R. Onffroy, who had the Krnnco- 
Amerlcan cannery at Fairview, which 
is now in control Of B. M. Wilson as re- 
ceiver. He has spent much time during 
the past few months presenting the 
scheme to wealthy men of Chicago, until 
be has convinced them that the project 
is a business proposition of large propor- 
tions and heavy profits. They have or- 
ganized with R capital of $3,OQQ,000, 
which is to ho expended, or so much of it 
as is necessary, in the purchase of traps 
and canneries. It is understood that the 
first investment in the purchase of traps 
alone will be about $1,500,000, providing, 
of course, that the deal shall be conclud- 
ed. It is popularly supposed that lish 
traps do not cost a great deal, but when 
it is known that there are several on 
the lower Sound which are valued at 
from .$75,000 to .$100,000, it may be seen 
that the cost of all of them will be quite, 
a large amount. 

Already $12,000 has been paid on the 
scheme. This was to secure options on 
traps, and it operates us a first pay- 
ment.

A luughuble mistake was made In connec- 
tion with the opening of the Nova Scotia 
legislature, which Is always made the oc- 
casion of an Imposing military desplay 
planned for the occasion.

He went as the representative 
of I he associated chambers of commerce 
of England, for the purpose of finding 
nut the conditions of trade as they exist, 
to study how this trade may he best de- 
veloped, and to determine what security 
is to be afforded I he trader now and in 
file future. He said that if the proposi- 
tions, which he should make as the re 
suit of his investigations, are acted on 
wc shall have "peace, trade and civiliza 
lion iu China."

CAUELESS.\ESS_IN LEGISLATION. 

A paragraph printed elsewhere on this 
page refers to a remark of a correspondent 
touching an expression in the Election 
Law Amendment bill. To what is there 
said it may be here added that the phrase 
occurring in the bill reading as follows: 
"No employee of the provincial govern- 
ment who is in receipt of a salary of at 
least. £25.00 per month" is highly objec- 
tionable, from a verbal poiut of view and 
exhibits great carelessness on the part 
of the person, who drafted the hill, name- 
ly Mr. Martin. We pointed out yester- 
day that the expression "government 
employee" has no legal significance upon 
it. As our correspondent says the words 
"a salary of at least $25.00 per month" 
hud no definite meaning and most cer- 
tainly did not convey the idea intended. 
Mr. Martin confessed in his place in the 
house that he did not observe when draft- 
ing the bill that it disfranchised school 
teachers, 

Referring to another bill, the bill for 
the exclusion of aliens from placer mines, 
the same carelessness in drafting was 
observable. It was admitted that the bill 
was hurriedly drawn, and it had to be 
amended in important particulars. It is 
yet imperfect, for no one will hold that 
the legislature contemplated a breach of 
faith with those persons who took out 
free miners' certificates under the law us 
it stood and invested all their means in 
prospecting. 

The Supreme Court Amendment bill 
abounds iu instances of gross verbal 
cerelessness. We use the word careless- 
ness, because we do not like to impute 
ignorance to the Attoruey-Cioneral. Ii.) 
is highly important that attention should 
bo directed to this matter, for nothing 
is so conducive to trouble as carelessly 
worded enactments. Many persons hold 
the view expressed by the Times the 
other evening, to the effect that the words 
of an act must be understood as they 
are explained by the ministers during the 
debate; hut though the debate were re- 
ported officially and with verbal accur- 
acy, and though the legislature should 
pass a law declaring that what appear 
in the official debates was to be rnk 
as absolute proof of what was said in 
the house, the court would not be gov- 
erned by the statements of ministers in 
the slightest degree. Every act must be 
interpreted by what uppers upon the face 
of it. 

We make these observations because 
there is a notion prevalent all over the 
West that the old-fashioned forms of ex 
pression employed in legislation an 
useless. This is a great mistake. Tin 
use of colloquial expressions in legisla- 
tion ought always to be avoided. Wt 
suggest: to the Attorney-General that he 
ought either to give greater care to the 
verbal features of his bills, or employ 
some one else to draw them up. 

THE SPEAKER AND HIS POWERS 

Mr. Speaker Forster is assuming tin 
role of Czar towards the house. H( 
seems to fancy that his olllco is like tin: 
speakership of the United States House 
of Representatives, where by one preec 
dent after another things have been 
brought to such a pass that the Speaker 
virtually controls legislation. . Mr. 
Forster gave three rulings on Thursday 
which cannot be supported by precedent 
ami ought not to be followed. He rnleil 
that an amendment to a motion to read 
a bill a second time was out of order, 
he ruled that the government cannot 
bring down a. measure involving any 
change in the law of the country unless 
it is accompanied by message, he refused 
to allow a matter which Mr. McPhillips 
had in charge to stand over, although it 
has been the invariable custom of the 
British Columbia legislature to permit 
matters on the order paper to stand over 
at the request of the member having 
them in charge. 

The opposition members of the house 
are disposed to take the tyrannical exer- 
cise of his powers by Mr. Speaker Fors- 
ter entirely too easily.

l'oo Close-Fisted to Spend a Stamp on 
Application for Space at Mineral 
Exhibit. 

From the New Denver Ledge. 

It would seem reasonable to suppose 
Unit when an opportunity is offered to 
exhibit to the London mining world the 
comparative merit of the ore from Brit- 
ish Columbia mines along with ores from 
all the great mining centres of the 
world, that the Provincial Government 
would make an effort to provide the ne- 
cessary means to make such an exhibi 
tion possible. But this the British Co 
lumbin Government has refused to do. 

Some months ago Mr. W. II. Saudi- 
ford shipped from the Mollie Hughe 
mines samples of the ore being taken 
out weighing ."(It) pounds. This was sent 
to the head olllco in London of the North- 
west Mining Syndicate, and later a like 
shipment, was made of the Bosun ore, 
one piece alone weighing 385 pounds. 
The directors were greatly pleased with 
the excellent samples, and in order t 
show to the London market the eharac 
ter of Slocan ore as compared with that 
from other mining centres, an effort was 
made lo secure space iu the Earl's Court 
Exhibition of London. This exhibition 
is held annually, and ,s attended by min- 
ing men from all over, the world. The 
relative values of the various ores is in- 
vestigated, and an effort is made to havr 
every mining district of any importance 
in the known world represented there 

In order to secure space in the ex- 
hibition it is necessary for the Govern- 
ment to intercede, and a letter was sent 
to the proper Provincial department ask- 
ing for such intercession to secure space; 
In reply the British Columbia Official 
in differently stated that so far as he 
knew the British Columbia Government 
was not interested in such an exhibition 
and could not provide tin? means for se- 
curing space in the Earl's Court Exhibi 
tion. 

Is this a sample of British Columbil 
enterprise? Will the Provincial Govern- 
ment never learn to properly present to 
the mining world the great mineral re 
sources of British Columbia? Some 
months ago the B. C. Review of Lon- 
don asked for copies of the Minister of 
Mines' annual report so they could be 
properly distributed in the metropolis of 
the world. These were not. provided, 
thought it would not cost the Province 
$1(1 to comply with the request. And 
here we had another sample of our Pro- 
vincial Government's progress! vencss'i It 
will not. provide tile means to secure 
space for a British Columbia mineral 
exhibit in the Earl's Court Exhibition, 
of London.

VICTORIA'S VERDICT. 
From the Vernon News. 

The bye-elections in Victoria resulted 
as we anticipated, in ti complete triumph) 
lor the Opposition candidates mid the 
constitutional principles which they so 
gallantly upheld throughout a bitter and 
hotly-waged contest. The strength of 
the Government party was concentrated 
upon Victoria during the brief campaign, 
and Mr. Martin did not hesitate to use 
the most questionable methods of un- 
scrupulous political warfare. An attempt 
was made to bribe the electors by dangn 
ling before their eyes the promise of n 
portfolio should they return the Govern- 
ment candidates, and it speaks well in- 
deed for their integrity and loyalty that 
they manfully withstood such templing 
allurements. The verdict of Victoria is 
an utterance of popular opinion which is 
strictly in keeping with the sentiment of 
other constituencies in all parts of the 
Province. The brief day of Martiriism 
is already Hearing its close. The inevit- 
able results of his arbitrary and infam- 
ous methods of government are showing 
him quickly into the shades of oblivion. 
Outrages such as his bil! whitewashing 
Deane and Prentice can lead but to one 
end, and that end is anything hut peace. 
The time is near at hand when his fol- 
lowing in the House will dwindle to n. cor- 
poral's guard, and then will come the 
vengeance of Semlin, his nominal leader, 
^ho so far has been helplessly goaded 
into paths hitherto unfamiliar to his feet. 
Who can doubt: that it has been the At- 
torney-General who has restrained Mr. 
Semlin from following the only consti- 
tutional course left open to him when he 
accepted office, and bringing before the 
House the reason of his being in power? 
It was his unmistakeablo dnty to should- 
er the responsibility of defending the 
Lieutenant-Governor's notion in dismiss- 
ing Mr. Turner and culling the Semlin 
Government into being. This was what 
the country expected at the opening of 
the session. This was a matter upon 
which the public demanded the fullest 
investigation and explanation. Not a 
word, however, was he permitted to ut- 
ter. .Not a vestige of an explanation 
would Mr. Martin permit him to advance. 
The electors of Victoria have unequivo- 
cally told him what they thought, of such 
conduct. There are others who will speak- 
in equally unmistakable terms. 

The short-lived triumph of his party 
may perhaps serve to teach Mr. Semlin 
some valuable lessons. . He is a gentle- 
man who is personally well liked and 
much respected. He will probably live 
down the odium cast, upon his political 
career by his association with Mr. Mar- 
tin: lint the Attorney-General has driven 
the knife into his own vitals, and his er- 
ratic course iu this Province will soon 
end in ignominous disaster. 



DISALLOWANCE AND FOREIGN 
RELATIONS. 

From' tile Toronto Globe. 

The history of the exercise of the powei 
of disallowance shows that our constitu- 
tion although, supposed to he contained 
within the four corners of the British 
North America Act, really has hi' some re- 
spects the flexibility of its great British 
model, fader the letter of the constitu- 
tion, the Dominion government— or the 
Governor-General in Council, as the tecimi 
en I phrase is— has the absolute power to 
disallow any provincial statute. This power 
is, of course, not. confined to provincial leg 
Islatlon which Is supposed to be ultra vires, 
Indeed, there Is less occasion for the exer- 
cise of this power in connection' wih ultra 
vires legislation, because, that sort of legis- 
lation would be declared void by tile courts. 
Hut although the power of disallowance is 
nominally so large, in effect and through 
'he working of our political system It has 
come to lie established as a rule that a pro- 
vincial statute is not to be Interfered with 
merely on the ground that the Dominion 
government disapproves of the policy of the 
leglslnt'on. 

Of late a new field: of provincial' legisla- 
tion has been opened: The Ontario legis- 
lature at its last session passed a statute 
providing that logs cut upon Ontario limits 
should not be exported from the province 
except In their manufactured form. Objec- 
tion was taken that the province was at- 
tempting to deal with a matter which was 
practically international, and which here; 
fine oght to have been under the exclusive 
control of the Federal parliament. On the 
other side, it. was held that the province 
was merely dealing with the disposition of 
Its own property, as It had an undoubted 
light to do. The Dominion government 
decided to allow the statute to go Into oper- 
ation, and thereby establish a precedent of 
some Importance. We should Infer from 
tills that unless under very exceptional cir- 
cumstances Hie Dominion government will 
not disallow a provincial statute solely on 
ground that it might Indirectly affect he 
relations between Canada and the United 
States. 

There Is no doubt that If the- provinces 
get Into the habit of enacting legislation of 
ibis kind, and If that legislation Is not 
Judicially declared ultra vires. It may af- 
fect present or future negotiations between 
Canada and the United States. But It 
must lie remembered that a similar hind- 
rance to the negotiation of treaties exists 
in the American system. When a British 
representative signs his name to a treaty 
It may be taken for granod, tn the vast 
majority of cases, that the treaty will be 
ratified. The signing of a treaty hy a rep- 
resentative or the United States carries 
with It: no such assurance. We know that 
the Bayard-Chamberlain reciprocity treaty 
and the treaty providing for the settlement 
of disputes between the United States and. 
Great Britain by arbitration were both re- 
jected by the American senate. Under 
these circumstances American representa- 
tives will have no reason to complain if 
there shall arise In this country a fashion 
of provincial legislation affecting Interna- 
tional relations, and If they are told that 
the Dominion has no effective control over 
such legislation. It would require a very 
advantageous trenty Indeed to warrant the 
Canadian government In entering into n 
conflict with a province for the purpose of 
carrying out an International agreement. 
The best war for our American friends to 
avert provincial legislation of that kind Is 
tc avoid giving provocation.

PRIVATE BILL RECALLED. 
Mr. Biggins presented the twelfth re- 
port from the private bills committee, 
asking that the recommendation con- 
tained in their eleventh report be rescind- 
ed, and that tin? petition of the Atlin & 
Southern Railway Co. for incorporation 
be referred back to the committee, with 
seven days' additional time in which to 
report. The chairman of the committee 
explained that this petition had been re- 
ported to thi> house on a misconception 
that the required notice had been given 
by the railway promoters. 
The report was received and adopted. 
PROPERTY OWNERS PROTEST. 
Mr. Hall presented a petition from 
Hon. J. S. Hclmcken and other residents 
of Victoria City, protesting against any 
amendment to the Municipal Clauses net 
by which the City of Victoria might be 
given increased power for the taxation 
of real estate- not enjoyed by other city 
corporations. The petition asked that 
the words "except the City of Victoria 
be omitted from section 130, 

The petition was received and ordered 
printed. 

JUBILEE HOSPITAL AFFAIRS. 
Mr. Higgins moved, with Mr. Ralph 
Smith as seconder, for the appointment 
of a select committee to consist of 
" Messrs. Booth, It. Smith, Donne. Bry- 
don and the mover, to visit tin; Provincial 
Royal Jubilee hospital, Victoria, to In- 
quire into the working of that institu- 
tion, with power to send for persons and 
papers, dike evidence and report the re- 
sult of their inquiries to this house." 

The member for Esquimau briefly ex- 
plained that, this Jubilee hospital was re- 
ceiving generous aid from the province, 
and it was therefore the desire of every 
member of the house to see that the 
money so received was properly ex- 
pended, aiid tin- institution maintained in 
such a manner as to entitle it. to support. 

Mr. Helmckon, as vice-president of the 
hospital in question, welcomed the reso- 
lution now brought forward. The Jubi- 
lee hospital was an institution in which 
every member of the house should take 
an active interest, and an institution in 
every way worthy of the province of 
British Columbia. It was the only hos- 
pital in the province presenting each year 
to the government ti full and detailed re- 
port, accounting for every dollar of its 
expenditure. lie understood that the 
motion of tin- member for Esqulmalt had 
been prompted . by certain statements 
Unit had been made to him with refer- 
ence to the admission of visitors after 
hours. 

'Mr. Higgins corrected the honorable 
gentleman. It was on account of the 
charge being made that a disposition had 
been shown on the part of the hospital 
to exclude free patients. 

Mr. Helmcken accepted the correction 
and denied that any free patient had 
been refused admittance except on the 
authority of the medical officers deem- 
ing such proposed patient unfit, for hospi- 
tal care. For the benefit of the house 
and in order to facilitate the initiation of 
the inquiry, Victoria's senior member 
proceeded to recite facts and figures in 
connection with (lie hospitol, which he 
subsequently placed in Mr. Biggins' 
hands— calculated to form the basis of 
the proposed investigation. 

Hon. Mr. Martin had found -Mr. Helra- 
cken's information and figures very in- 
teresting, but held that, they were de- 
fective in that they did not touch upon 
the per capita cost per patient. He 
failed to see why the cost per head here 
should be so much higher than in On- 
tario or Manitoba. Then- might be rea- 
sons, but he had never yet seen them 
cited. The subscription from the prov- 
ince was the largest individual item in 
the receipts of the Victoria hospital, and 
he hoped to see some reason advanced 
for the increased maintenance cost per 
capita of hospital patients in British 
Columbia. 

Mr. Helmcken was glad that this point 
also had been raised, as it was one to 
which the directors of the hospital had 
given very careful intention, and on 
which they would be prepared to thor- 
oughly satisfy the committee of inquiry 
and tiie bouse. It had been exhaustively 
dealt with in former hospital reports, 
and these would at once be placed in the 
possession of the proposed committee. 

Mr. Kellie held that an inquiry of this 
nature had been proven necessary in the 
ease of the Jubilee hospital. He had 
himself applied for the admission of a 
poor patient from Kamloops, who had, 
however, been refused on the score that 
he was suffering from an infectious or 
contagious disease. If, when the gov- 
ernment was giving something like 
$40,000 or $50,000 per annum to the hos- 
pitals, such patients were to be refused 
care anil treatment, he thought thai ho 
for one would be in favor of closing out 
such grants altogether, 

Mr. Helmcken explained Unit, there 
had been some misunderstanding with 
regard to the case Mr. Kellie had re- 
ferred lo. This patient, had been re- 
fused admittance to the hospital at 
Kamloops, and then came here; the 
authorities of the Jubilee hospital wanted 
to know, quite naturally, why he had 
been refused at Kamloops. He dis- 
puted the argument of the member for 
Revelstoke that persons suffering from 
infectious or contagious disease should 
be admitted to the general hospitals to 
spread their maladies among other 
patients. Direst results would Inevit- 
ably follow such a course, which no 
reasonable man would advocate. 

The resolution was accepted. 



KAMLOOPS & ATLIN RAILWAY. 
In passing Hon. Mr. Martin suggested 
that private members should see to it 
that their bills were printed and advanc 
ed as quickly as possible. Otherwise 
these might lind the session ending sud 
Beuly and their legislation defeated 
through no desire on the part of the gov 
eminent. He referred particularly to 
the report on the Kamloops & Atlin 
Railway Company bill (Mr. Helmcken) 
marked on the order paper as "not 
printed." 

Mr. Helmcken— Is that my blli you're 
talking about'.' Why that was punted 
long ago. 1 move that the report be 
adopted. 

No opposition was offered, mid the mo- 
tion was agreed to. 

"And that the bill be read a third 
time." 

The bouse agreed and the hill was thus 
disposed of. 

NEW LEGISLATION. 
The following new bills were Introdui 
ed, read a first lime, and each in turn 
set for second reading at the next sitting 
of the house: 

A bill to amend the Companies act. 
1S!)7— Hon. Mr. Cotton. 

A bill to amend the County Court act 
—lion. Mr. Martin. 

A bill to amend the Legal Professions 
act— Hon. Mr. Martin. . 

A bmilMo amend the Land act— Hon. 
Mr. Semlin. 

A bill to amend the Villages Fire Pro- 
tection act— Mr. Nelll. 

PINE CREEK FLUME CO. 
During the committee stage of thi 
bill (Mr. Helgesen), Mr. Henderson be- 
ing chairman, an amendment was intro- 
duced by Mr. Deane to this effect— the 
words being added as a new section: 

"No act of this legislature requiring 
the company, in case elllcient means un- 
devised for carrying telegraph, telephone 
or electric wires underground, to adopt 
such means, and abrogating the right 
given by this act to continue carrying 
lines on poles shall he deemed an in- 
fringement of the privileges granted by 
this net." 

Some debate arose upon this propos- 
al, in the course of which Mr. Booth sug- 
gested Unit this move appeared more in 
the direction of opening a door to the 
government to compel the company to 
put their wires underground, rather than 
to permit the company to do so at their 
own desire. 

The Section proposed was added and 
also a provisions excluding Chinese and 
Japanese from all works of the company. 

Another amendment, introduced by Mr. 
Mncplierson, was in effect to make the 
entry of the company's works in any 
municipality subject to the consent of 
the municipality in question. 

This was vigorously opposed by Mr. 
Prentice and one or two other represen- 
tatives of the rural districts, but carried 
on a division first of 11 to 7. and then 
on a second taking of the vote being 
requested, by 13 to !). 

A similar amendment proposed by 
Hon. Mr. Martin making the power of 
the company to erect their works on 
crown lands conditional upon the con- 
sent, of the Chief commissioner being 
obtained was also accepted by the com- 
mittee without a division. 

The committee rose, reporting the bill 
complete with amendments. 

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS. 

Mr. Kellie asked the Chief Commis- 
sioner of Lands and Works: 

"1. What amount was voted last ses- 
sion to construct a wagon road from Rev- 
elstoke to canyon of Columbia river'.' 

"2. Name of gold commissioner in 
charge of expenditure? 

"3. Did the government take any steps 
to ascertain the value of work done after 
the expenditure had been made'.' 

"4. If so, when was the examination 
made, and by whom? 

"5. The amount of value rendered, as 
per report, if any?" 

Hon. Mr. Semlin replied: "1.1 $6,000. 
(2.) J. D. Sibbald. (3.) Yes. (-1.) In Oc- 
tober. 1898, by A. D. Gumming, C.E. 
(5.) $3,035— according to the estimate of 
Mr. Gumming." 

PROVINCIAL ELECTIONS ACT. 

Mr. Booth being called to the chair, 
the house went into committee upon the 
hill to amend the Provincial Elections 
act. The introductory two paragraphs 
were passed without comment being ex- 
cited, and section 3— the cause and foun- 
dation of the bill— was then taken up. 

On Ibis section Hon. Mr. Martin pro- 
posed an amendment, so altering the 
wording (hat the exclusion from the ex- 
ercise of the franchise shall include mem- 
bers of the civil service in receipt of 
salaries of $300 per annum and upwards 
—instead of not less than $25 per 
month. The amendment also stipulated 
that tin? provisions of the act shall not 
apply to ministers of tin- crown or public 
school teachers, while expressly stipulat- 
ing for the exclusion front voting of sol- 
diers, sailors or officers of Her Majes- 
ty's forces "on full pay." 

There had been no notice given in the 
usual way, and Mr. Helmcken vigorously 
protested in consequence. Such an 
amendment in all fairness to the members 
of the house should have passed through 
the prescribed course— and if the At- 
torney-General had 1 not given notice in 
the required form it would be in order 
for him to let the matter stand over un- 
til this could be done. 

Mr. Martin declared that the salient 
feature of the amendment relating to the 
exemption of the common school teachers 
from the operation of the act had been 
explained to the house, while the other 
points dealt with were merely matters of 
small detail. 

Mr. Turner energetically opposed the 
passage of the section even as amended, 
the principle involved being in direct op- 
position to the established principle of 
free government— no taxation without 
representation. If the government pro- 
posed next to introduce n bill to exempt 
all civil servants affected from taxation 
of any sort there would be a measure of 
Consistency in it, but not otherwise. 
There was also manifest inconsistency, 
not to say injustice, In dividing the. civil 
service into two classes; and it was 'noth- 
ing short, of preposterous to say that a 
man in the employ of the government 
should be entitled to vote if he were 
in receipt of a salary of $'24.7. r > per 
month, but that his fellow employee at 
$25.00 per month should not exercise the 



franchise. The natural conclusion would 
be that the man in receipt of the better 
sulary would be the man possessing su- 
perior ability or intelligence, and there- 
fore more to be entrusted with the voting 
powers. The attitude of the government 
on this subject was perhaps not more 
preposterous, however, than their conduct 
in turning out employees against whom 
no fault could he found, without notice, 
a nd which only a few days' portion out 
of the salaries due to them. 

Hon. Mr. Martin denied that this had 
been done. "Give us an instance — a sin- 
gle instance," he said. 

Mr. Turner replied that he could cite 
dozens of instances — and the Attorney- 
General well knew it. Employees had 
been dismissed in the middle of their 
month, or having worked but a few days 
in the month, without notice, and with- 
out payment for the unexpired portion

Brotcliie Ledge Still Stitouded in 
Darkness and Dangerous 
at Night. 



G.ernian Shin Maipo Arrives From

Two years mid more have now massed 
since the proposal wus first made to 
place an electric "beacon oa iBrotchie 
ledge, yet nothing in the shape of 
permanent light -has been plaiced on the 
rock. The best that has been done is an 
effort that has boon made towards seem- 
ing a plant, but so far as the ledge ii 
concerned it remains in utter darkness 
at night. Tdie Jaw is very strict about 
having unreliable lights and for this 
reason it is said a lantern service is not 
even given for at times the water is too 
rough for a 'boat to go forth as is done 
in the harbor. A new cable that has 
heen ordered in England lias been looked 
for for several months and it only re- 
mains for the arrival of this to carry out 
the long deferred scheme as all the rest

of the month. This was something that 
no business man would do, and -some- 
thing that he could not do legally. What 
business man engaging his employees by 
the month would think for one moment 
of so dealing with them'' This was, how- 
ever, but another illustration of the char- 
acteristics of the present government- 
it was part, of their picayune' policy to 
cheat the poor worker out of a few days' 
pay, relying OK the fact that the em- 
ployee so unfairly dealt with could not 
sue for justice, the,' crown being the em- 
ployer, and it being impossible to insti- 
tute proceedings without consent of the 
crown. 

Hon. Mr. Martin interjected that if 
any ex-employee was dissatisfied, he 
could obtain leave to sue the crown at 
any time. Tin? crown would give con- 
sent. 

This was not the point. Mr. Turner 
continued, It was a disgrace to suggest 
that an employee of the government of 
British Columbia should be obliged to 
appeal to the courts in order to secure 
the full payment of the wages due him. 
It was a shame to, lay down the pro- 
position that a girl working for the prov- 
ince for, say, -^2."> a month, should bo 
tinned out without a day's notice, and 
.paid perhaps $3 or $4 of the salary she 
should receive— with the alternative tlmt 
it' she got the balance she -would have to 
sue for it in the courts. 

Mr. Henderson interpellated that there 
was no law to compel a month's notice— 
or any notice — being given of intended 
dismissals. 

Mr. Eberts and Mr. 1'ooley replied 
.simultaneously that it was common law 
of the land. 

Mr. Turner thought tlmt it wus more 
than common law— it wus established 
practice in British Columbia among all 
classes, aud nothing" more than fairness 
to the mini employed. 

In connection witli tho disfranchise- 
ment of the soldiers and sailors, the lead- 
er of the opposition pointed out. how 
grievously the government papers had 
misrepresented the facts under the old 
law— endeavoring to lead the people to 
believe that u sailor on one of the war- 
ships was entitled to vote as soon as his 
ship cast anchor in Esquiinnlt harbor. 
As a matter of fact the only nieniliers. 
of the army or navy entitled to vote 
were tlio.se who, like a citizen qualifying, 
hud heen resident, in, the country one 
year. Nor was the fact as stated by 
the government supporters, that in tint 
Old Country the soldier or the sailor was 
debarred from the exercise of the l'nan 
chise. 

Mr. Neill, commenting upon Mr. Tur 
tier's mention of the inconsistency of 
pronouncing a man drawing $24.75 
month salary lit to vote while the iiinii 
drawing $525.00 was adjudged unlit, said 
that this was no worse than the provis- 
ion placed in the elections act by the late 
government— a man living in the country 
3t;5 days had a right to vote— yet the 
man living here 3(>4 days had not. (Gov- 
ernment laughter.) The laerribcr for Al- 
berni further maintained that the use 
of the ballot by .soldiers or sailors in the 
Old Country was far from general— per 
imps one would vote out of every thous- 
and. 

ilr. Turner saw no argument in the 
member's attempted smartness. 

Mr. McPhUlips a.'so failed to see any 
argument in the member's remarks. 
Length of residence was certainly no 
test of capacity for -citizenship, while 
wage-earning ability could be regarded 
in no other light And this was the 
stand taken by the government. It was 
naturally to be supposed that the nian 
receiving a higher siUury than $25 per 
month was the more capable man, or he 
would not. be better paid— yet. the gov- 
ernment declared that this superior man 
was less capable of voting than the man 
of smaller pay. There was assuredly no 
more ridiculous proposition ever put for- 
ward. 

As to the qualificoiioii of soldiers and 
sailors as voters — there was no specific 
declaration in the law of England against 
them as a class — and this was what the 
government of British Columbia propos- 
ed. Indeed, the rule in England had 
been always to have the Channel squad- 
ron Louie, with all ether jtear-at-Juand 
forces, in Uinu of an election, so that 
the members of the service might exer- 
cise their franchise. Members on the 
opposition side made if a point always 
to prepare their arguments on law, pre- 
cedent and fact, jind as the .member for 
Alberni had asserted that whether or. not 
soldiers were allowed to vote it would 
always be in the power of the command- 
ing officer to confine them to quarters, 
lie presented an .authority to the con- 
trary. Kobers on Elections, the stand- 
ard work in England, stated distinctly 
that no comma ailing officer .under .the 
law of England could do so— the law 
provided thai on election .day the meii 
should be kept in barracks, except those 
on outpost or picket duty, or those who 
desired to vote. This certainly was 
proof sufficient of the unsoundness of the 
member's statement in this connection, 
As for himself, he heartily disapproved 
of any special legislation against a 
body or class of men— anil this w.a.s what 
was here proposed. There was no simi- 
lar legislation in the Mother Lander. In 
the colonies, putting the military and the 
navy under the ban even in the .event. of 
their complying in the highest degree 
with all the conditions of eitizejasHp, .as 
defined by the general law of the land. 

In concluding ills remarks, the junior 
member for Victoria, moved that all .por- 
tions of the section after "deputy sher- 
iffs" be struck out. 

Mr. Neill, replying to the observations 
of the last, speakers on the subject of 
tiie military vole, still maintained that 
it would lie possible for :i cnniiuajMling 
ii Ulcer so inclined, to keep bis men in 
•but racks on election day. He might .for 
example older all out for the day on fa- 
il jgiio duty. 

Col. Baker had a word to say with 
itreferenco to Mr. Ncili's remurks on the 
question of residence qualifications, Mr, 
Neill 'had said for the purpose of divert- 
ing .attention from Mr, Turner's ar£U- 
uaent, that by the law framed by the late 
goci-iuinient, a man living in the coun- 
try 3<io days was entitled lo a vote, 
wheBftns the man living here 304 days 
was ooft, Avid hen* all the government 
members had laughed uproariously, as 
if a huge Joke were presented. But look 
at tlte law now presented, anil what 
would be found? That the man living 
in the country 182 dnys would have a 
vole, while Che man living here 181 could 
not! Why did not. the members on the 
government sliLe laugh at this? 

Led by Hon, Mr. Martin, several of 
the members on the right chuckled 
obediently. 

Hon, Dr. McKeehnic continued the de- 
bate. He defended Hie limitation 'of the 
voting power in the civil service to per- 
sons erirnipg $300 or more per annum. e.N- j 
plaining Hint it was thus intended to 
save from disqun lifical ion those— sitqh >w\ 
janitors or schools, public buildings, etc. 
—who were not dependent upon their sal-| 
nries from the province for their llveli- 
ho'od, but inside such , earnings supple- 
ment their earnings in some other nvo-i 
cntWiift—nrid wko eoukl not therefore bo 



classed as civil servants in Oie real moan- 
ing -of the term. 

Mr. Eberts devoted ins attention chief- 
ly to Mr. Macpberson's statements on 
Tuesday, disputing the Vancouver mem- 
ber's proposition that the enfranchise- 
ment of the civil service in England was 
resultant upon the adoption there of com- 
petitive civil cerviee examinations. The 
fact of the matter was that the admis- 
sion of tho civil service to the right of 
the ballot iu England had been in conse- 
quence of the adoption of the secret bal- 
lot—as there was a reason for not per- 
mitting them to vote when the open vote 
was taken. The right of members of the 
English civil service to vote was in no 
way connected with the adoption of com- 
petitive examinations. That right was 
the direct outcome of the adoption of tho 
same secret ballot system prevailing 
here, and if Mr. Maepherson and Mr. 
Ralph Smith had been in England in 
1872 or 1873 they would have been 
found among the first in their desire to 
cast their votes for the enfranchisement 
of the members of the civil service. 

Mr. -Maepherson claimed that lie hail 
been somewhat misrepresented by tho 
member for South Victoria. What he 
had argued was tlmt if British Columbia 
were to adopt the principle of competi- 
tive civil service examinations as pre- 
vailing in England there might, he some 
ground for the enfranchisement of the 
civil service. 

Mr. Eberts maintained Unit this did 
not touch the point: at all. It could not 
be controverted that the right of the 
members of the civil service to vote in 
England arose out of the passage Of the 
Secret Ballot act— and from nothing 
else. 

Col, Buker contended that this was the 
salient reason for the Secret Ballot: act 
— to protect the employee in the right to 
vote as he thought tit. 

Mr. Maepherson— But not the govern 
meat employee. 

Col. Bilker did not set' why the em 
ployee of a trader or a merchant or a 
manufacturer should be put on a superior 
plane to the employee of the province. 

Major-lien. Kinchnnt declared I hat the 
ballot act of England was introduced for 
the benefit of the employees of the huge 
manufacturing establishments; 

Mr. Turner thought it hud boon indis- 
pittalily proven Hint: the right of the civil 
service employees to vote was admitted 
in England just us soon us the secret 
ballot: had been adopted. As to the ex- 
planation attempted by the President of 
the Council, lie could see no other con- 
struction in the section us framed tlmii 
that the man who received less than .^300 
per annum was adjudged worthy of n 
vote, and the iu.au who received more 
wus not. 

Mr. McPhUlips' amendment was then 
defeated on a division of 1!) to 14. and 
the -section as amended by the Attorney 
General passed the committee. 

Section S, sub-section til, next excited 
opposition. It read: "The collector may 
at ttny time correct any error in the 
spelling or initials of any name, or the 
occupation of any voter upon the regis 
tor of voters." 

Mr. Turner, followed by Mr. Bry.Ien, 
pointed out the extreme latitude here 
allowed to the collector, in the event of 
no application being necessary from the 
voter interested. The collector was in 
the position of being able to make 
change in the name or initial— especially 
where a similarity of names existed— the 
voter for no fault, whatever being de- 
prived of bis right to vote. They held 
that it should not be possible for the 
collector to make changes as contem- 
plated, without the knowledge of "the 
voter. 

Hon. Mr. Martin stated that the pro 
posed authority to the collector was in 
t induced at the suggestion <>f as cornpe 
tent a collector as any one in the prov 
luce— Mr. Itohson, of New Westminster, 
who had said that no matter how well a 
collector of votes might know names or 
initials to be wrong, lie had under the 
old act no power to correct them. The 
government had no other desire in the 
matter than to see the lists correct. 
They were prepared to trust the collect- 
ors "not to net. dishonorably, even al 
though they were employees of the lati 
government— and knowing their men and 
methods, it was perhaps not to be won- 
dered at. that the supporters of that 
late government were suspicious of 
crooked work. 

Mr. Turner, while expressing fullest 
confidence In the gentlemen now serving 
as collectors of votes, observed that: there 
was no telling how soon their services 
might be dispensed with. What be com- 
plained of was that the «m'b-section under 
consideration would permit the falsifica- 
tion of the voters" list. 

" Well, let it go, then.*" said Hon. Mr, 
Martin: " it's nothing important. I'd 
rather let it drop than waste the. time of 
the house." 

Mr. Turner continued ins argument 
against the sub-section, and Hon. Mr. 
Martin again interrupted. 

"What's the use of taTk'tiig about it 
new." he observed. "I snid I would 
meet you and drop it" 

Mr. Tamer insisted that flic sub-sec- 
tion was still before the cimiinittee, and 
he bad a right, which he proposed to 
exercise, to express his views in the 
house. 

"All right," said Hon- Mr. Martin, " 1 
think now that we will keep it in." 

Mr. Denne interpreted the remarks of 
the leader of the opposition as constitut- 
ing a gross insult to the memlier-s of the 
government side of the house, unit such 
insult having heen offered, would insist 
upon the retention of the snb-Heetion. 
The leader of the opposition had no right 
to impute dishonorable motives to any 
honorable member. 

Hon. Mr. Martin explained thirl the 
necessity for the sub-section anise fronii 
the fact that no applications were made! 
by the persons interested, and there was 
therefore no machinery for securing a 
correct list; unless such a provision were, 
made as now proposed. It was a. good 
section, lie maintained, although not a 
very Important one— not sufficiently im- 
portant to justify a long debute. It was 
for this reason that lie had been willing 
to concede the point. He had changed 
his 'mind now and would press the sec- 
tion. It bud "been sail! by gentlemen 
opposite that the government were. anx- 
ious to introduce every kind of legislation 
calculated to prevent the voice of the 
people "being expressed through the ballot. 
This he denied. Whenever the people 
had ail opportunity to voice their opinions 
fairly and squarely as to the course of 
the government, ns in the Nelson elec- 
tion yesterday,, the verdict was in favor 
of the government: and would continue 
to lie. 

Mr. McPhillips Inquired whether the 
Attorney-dcueral did not regard the 
election in Victoria City a short time ago 
us expressing the feeling of the people 
just as much as the bye-election at Nel- 
son. 

Hon. Mr. Martin— Not at all. The 
election in Victoria was fought: on sec- 
tional and imaginary issues only. In 
Nelson the people were left to give an 
uninfluenced opinion, and did it- Where 
Mr, Hume had only 15 of a majority be- 
fore, he had now a sweeping majority

.Alter some further debate, Mr. Mc- 
Phillips moved to amend the sub-section 
to provide that clnyiges might only be 
inude on the application of til'- person 
directly Interested.

Mr. McPhillips then moved as an 
amendment to sub-section (j) that it he 
permissible for the names of persons en- 
titled to he upon the list to be placed 
there up to the date of the writ of elec- 
tion. The sub-section proposed to be so 
amended read: 

"The register of votes us revised above 
shall be certified to by the collector, shall 
be printed by the Queen's Printer, and 
shall be the list used at any election 
which may take place before the next re- 
vision has been completed." 

Mr. Eberts, Mr. Turner anil Mr, Mc- 
Phillips pointed out how this section as 
originally framed 'would disfranchise 
many people in the province— people .who, 
for example, might leave their homes in 
the cities to spend the summer months in 
the North or in Cariboo, anil who would 
have no means of saving their votes. 
The injustice was., very. :.iippui'ent. and 
was fully emphasized by the three mem- 
bers of the opposition. 

Hon. Mr. Martin maintained tlmt there 
was sure to be an injustice for some 
one, and there had to be some limit for 
the reception of names. With two re- 
visions annually of the list there should 
be little complaint. 

Mr. McPhillips' amendment was nega- 
tived n nd the committee rose, reporting 
progress. 

PRIVATE BILL- WITHDRAWN. 
Hon. Dr. McKecbnie asked, in view 
of the explanation of the private bills 
committee earlier in the day. that the 
ictlon of the house in granting leave for 
the introduction of the bill relating lo the 
Vtlin & Southern railway: the first read- 
ing of the bill; and its reference to the 
railway committee, be rescinded, and the 
bill be withdrawn. 
It wus so ordered. 

PRESENTED . BY MESSAGE, 
Hon. Mr. Cotton presented four tnes- 
suges from His Honor the Lieut-Gover- 
nor, transmitting the following bills, 
which Mr. Speaker had determined 
should be so introduced to the house:

LEGISLATIVE NOTES. 
Members of both sides of the house 
aire wondering what it is that, prevents 
Mr. \V. C. Wells taking his seat for 
North East Kootenay. Some one has 
suggested that if he started from Donald 
lust. Friday he must be coming by very 
slow freight. 

It is expected by Mr. Neill. the mem- 
ber moving for an inquiry l»v select com- 
mittee into the dealings of lite Toronto 
& British Columbia Lumber Co, with the 
former government, that tie papers iu 
connection will he available from the 
lands and works department ami the 
inquiry proceed on Friday, 

The members of the opposition haw a 
new name for the Provincial (Elections 
act, based on the sobfinrs and sailors 
paragraph, and which is not yel officially 
recognized as the title of the bill. It is: 
"An net lo secure the ireturn of D- W. 
Higgins for Esquimalt district, in the 
event of bis securing a cabinet port- 
folio." 

The bill to amend the 'Companies act. 
1807, which Hon: Mr. Cotton introduced 
yesterday, provides for the substitution 
i>t" the term " registrar-general of titles '' 
for " registrar-general;" wherever occur 
ring; also that, chajiter 44 »f the act 
shall not apply to the Hudson's Bay 
Company. 

Mr. Speaker Focster was somewhat 
misrepresented in yesterday's issue of the 
Colonist. His refusal to receive tin 
nincndniciit introduced by Mr. McPhil- 
lips early in the (wcond day's debate on 
the second rc-.idiug of the Elections bill 
Tuesday, was accompanied hy the refer- 
ence to 'the procedure laid clown in May 
upon which Mil Ellison's subsequent 
amendment was based. The objection to 
the latter was that it was not properly 
pri-faccd. and was therefore not in shape 
to be presented to -the house, 

A bill which, although short, is likely 
to excite considerable opposition in the 
house, is that which the Attorney-Gen- 
eral presented yesterday, and which pro- 
vides for tin- admission of barristers and 
solicitors without the six months' resi- 
lience quiililication, or publication in the 
Gazette. It is also .provided that gradu- 
ates of the noyiul Military College 
Canada shall he placed on the same 
folding as university graduates; and 
section 72 of the existing law is repealed 
by which practice by an unqualified bar 
rister or solicitor is now construed us ■:. 
contempt of court. 

The bill to amend tin .Villages Fire Pro 
lection net. which is in the name of Mr 
Neill, provides au interpretation foi 
"town" us any neighborhood in which 
at lenstr^o persons resiii" and which shall 
have been laid out as a registered town- 
site. Additional power is given to fire 
wardens lo " regulate 'the storing ol 
powder or other explosives, and tin 
working of industries or places of 11 
character likely to cause danger from 
lire." The experience aff Alberni from 
last year's bush Bres is the foundation 
for the measure. 

The pertinent' portion of the bill tc 
amend the revenue tux act. introduced by 
nnessage yesterday, is as follows: "Every 
.employer of labor within the meaning of 
this act shall be liable to all the provi 
sinus of this net With regard to persons 
iu 'his employ, -and us to all persons who 
work for him. or in his premises, or in 
connection with his business, whether 
such 'persons ate employed directly by 
hjm or indirectly through a contractor 
for labor. Such employer of labor shall 
have the right to deduct from the 
amount payable to such contractor all 
.nuns paid by him to the government 
ns nievenine tax, for ; iiny men furnished 
hy bfna to such contractor, and such 
contractor may deduct the same from 
the amount due by him to such men re- 
specti-v*\>.v." 

■ As " An act to amend the Assessment 
act." the bill for the repeal of the mort- 
gage tux came before the legislature yes- 
terday, Sections .'! and 4 of the new 
measure rend as follows: " (,'!). Sub- 
section 10 of section .'{ of said chapter 
17!), is hereby amended by striking ont 
the words 'except: snch debts us arc- so- 
cured by mortgage upon his real estate, 
or are unpaid on account of the purchase 
money therefor.'

STOCK IS PEKISHING, 

Tow Hundred Thousand Horses Starving 
iu Eastern Oregon — No Efforl 
Made to Save Them. 

Long Creek, Or., Feb. 15,— From per- 
sons who arc posted on the condition of 
rrfnge horses iii this county, and from 
reports received from the various ad- 
joining counties, it Is ascertained that 
stock horses are sharing the same fate 
•of starvation to a great extent all over 
Eastern Oregon, (.'utile and slice]) buy- 
ers, who have recently visited this city, 
and who have also been in the counties 
of Crook, Gilliam, Morrow, Baker, Un- 
ion. Wallowa. Umatilla, Harney and 
Malheur say that in every section they 
have visited, with very few exceptions, 
tlhc owners of both horses mid cattle have 
despaired of saving more than a small 
per cent of their stock, in Malheur the 



conditions are more favorable for the 
horses thnn in any other county named, 
and even there it is estimated that from 
lit) to 50 per cent will perish. In Har- 
ney, Baker, Crook, Morrow. Umatilla 
and Gilliam they could not be saved, 
even if their value would warrant feed- 
ing them hay, as nil reports go to prove 
that there is barely sufficient buy for 
sheep and cuttle. Both range and hay 
is scarce in the greater portion of Mor- 
row and Grant, while Ilarney and that 
portion of Umatilla which joins Grant, 
thousands of head of stock cattle have 
been driven in to winter on the surplus 
"nay. .No definite estimate can possibly 
he mode as to the number of horses that 
M ill perish in each county, as nine' out of 
ten stockmen, when approached on the 
subject, invariably answer that they have 
no idea how many they have, and gen- 
erally add that it. makes little difference, 
us they are valueless. Different parties 
who have traversed a portion of the ran- 
ges of the counties named, in reporting 
on the same for two months past have 
stated that the hills were becoming 
strewn with horse carcasses, and, us the 
conditions are daily growing worse, it 



may be safely estimated that 200,000 
horses will die in Eastern Oregon be- 
fore the middle of March. Conservative 
stockmen, when asked why horses are al- 
lowed to perish in such a reckless man- 
ner, have stated that since the decline 
of the noble animal the herds of sheep 
aud cattle have increased to such an 
extent that they alone tap the country 
for feed, whereas when the horse com- 
manded a good figure the herds of cattle 
and sheep were kept proportionately 
small. The falling off or the value of 
the horse has resulted in the increase 
in their numbers, and there is not room 
for them much longer in Eastern Ore- 
gon, j

Easj- Path for Prospectors Made 
by Enterprise of Provincial 
Government. 



At Once Reduced Transportation 
' Charges aud Started Huudreils 
for the Digrsings. 



Included iu the annual report of the 
(Chief Coinnilssionet* of Lands and 
Works, recently presented, i.s the follow 
ill!,' report on the trail from the Stlkine 
river to Teslin lake: 

Victoria, Nov. 1!>, 1808. 
Sir:— Pursuant to the instructions con- 
tained In your letter of the 11th August, 1 
left Victoria on the following morning tor 
Clenora, on the Stlkine river, via Nnualmo 
and Wrangcl, for the purpose: (1) of ad- 
justing the aeeounts in connection with the 
coast ruction of a trail from the euil of the 
waggon-road at the .summit of Telegraph 
Greek to Teslin lake by Messrs. Mackenzie 
& Mann, under an arrangement with the 
Government as set forth in a letter ad- 
dressed to hlui by the late premier, the 
lion. J. H. Turner, hearing date tin; luth 
June last, and (2) of making an examina- 
tion of the work performed. 

On arriving at Glenora on the 18th Au- 
gust, 1 found that both the contractors' 
representative Mr. W. C. Robinson, and 
Mr. I'orter, the government agent, were out 
on the trail. They returned, however, the 
following evening and Informed nie that 
they were at least 125 men still working on 
the trail north of the Nahlin river towards 
Teslin lake. This was contrary to the Im- 
pression that prevailed In the department, 
as the third paragraph of your letter of In- 
structions! which reads as follows, win 
show: "With reference to the paragraph 
(letter from Mr. Lewis Indies, forMackon- 
z)C.'& Mann, to the Government), suggest- 
ing the continuance of the work during the 
whole of tills month, I have to Inform votl 
that It is* not contemplated proceeding any 
further with the work, and that we are ad- 
vised by the contractors that they have 
ceased operations." 

The object of my visit and the contents 
of the above paragraph were at once com- 
municated to Messrs. Mackenzie ,t Mann's 
representative, who thereupon informed 
me that It would be Impossible to go Into 
the accounts at Glenorn with a view to a 
final settlement for the reasons: (11 That 
the hooks and accounts In connection with 
the work executed up to the end of July 
were in Vancouver, ami (2) that operations 
were still In progress, no Instructions hav- 
ing, been received to discontinue them, it 
being thus Impossible to fulfil tit that time 
the first part of your Instructions, prepara- 
tions were begun to curry out the official 
Inspection of the trail. 

It was desirable that both Mr. Porter, (lie 
governemnt agent, and Mr. Robinson, the 
contractors' representative, should tiocoln- 
pnny mo on this inspection, but unfortu- 
nately the former found that It would be 
impossible. . ns there were many other Im- 
portant public matters requiring his atten- 
tion at Telegraph Creek, which could not 
longer be postponed. Mr. Robinson, how- 
ever, requested a delay in starting of two 
or three days, to allow him an opportunity 
or attending to matters which required 
settlement before he again left Glenorn. 

The price nsked at Glenora at this Junc- 
ture for transportation to Teslin lake' wns 
high. Tills may be attributed: (11 to the 
very high price paid per pound— 32 to 4~> 
cents— for transportation In connection 
with the Yukon Field Foree. mid (2) to the 
demand for pack animals bv those nnx-. 
ions to reach Teslin lake and get down to 
Dawson before winter set In. After giving 
the matter every consideration, I decided 
that the most economical course to pursue I 
was to purchase n small train of lire J 
horses. Including the necessary eqnlr>ni«nt 
for |275. By so doing I estlmut 
both time and money would be saved. 
Even If the animals sold for next to noth- 
ing on returnln" to Glenora. a saving would 
be effected of over $100. 

To attend to the horses, puck and the 
necessary cooking, the services of two ex- 
perienced men were engaged at the rule 
of $7."i per month nnd board, and a third 
man secured to push the measuring wheel 
at if" per day and board. 

The measuring wheel above referred to 
was the front wheel— 28 Inches diameter 
pneumatic tire— of a bicycle, with a cy- 
clometer attached. 

On the 23rd August r left Glenora, and 
after waiting until noon of the next day 
for Mr. Robinson,''! the contractors' repre- 
sentative, at their headquarters camp, sltti- 
ted at the Junction of the Gleaom and 
Telegraph wagon roads, a distance of 15.2 
miles and 4 miles respectively from these 
places, I pushed on towards Teslin lake. 
Mr. Robinson overlook me at the 30tii 
mile post the second day out. 

On August 31, at 12:45 p.m.. camp was 
made at 124,5 miles from the Junction, 
where good feed '111111 water were to he 
found, and It was thereupon decided, ns 
no good grass was to be had near Teslin, 
to turn the horses out to recuperate and 
make the rest of the distance, said to be 
about 30 miles, on foot. 

Leaving camp next, morning at 8:30— an 
earlier start was not desirable on accrual 
of the rain— Teslin was reached the fol- 
lowing afternoon, the 2nd September, i|t 
-I o'clock, the eleventh day from Glenorn. 

Upon arrival the cyclometer was found 
to register 152.5 from the Junction, and a 
tree, aboul the centre of the townslte, 
was blazed and marked to that effect. F 



noticed returning from Teslin can only be 
described as shocking. Sores on the with- 
ers and other parts touched by the puck 
saddle were often four inches ami even 
sometimes ten inches square, very deep 
and discharging puss. Sore backs 111ay.be 
to a certain extent, and In aome Instances 
are altogether So, due to inexperienced 
packers; but even experienced ones .had 
great difficulty and were nut always suc- 
cessful in saving their animals on Hie 
trail. Xoiv, however, it is to be hoped 
thill: horses In such a deplorable condi- 
tion will be the exception, as (lie excuse 
will be removed. la this connection a fair 
Held Is presented for the Interference of 
the Society for the Prevention of Cruelty 
to Animals. 

The original trail— It can hardly be digni- 
fied by that mum — was nothing more tlran 
an unusually crooked path, the mud holes 
not cordurovea, the branches cut but sel- 
dom, even then not wide enough to pass 
the puck without tearing or shifting It, 
winding backwards and forwards hi an 
apparently aimless way generally through 
the lowest and swampiest ground and care- 
fully avoiding the higher nnd drier ground 
to be found near by. The excuse for this 
is that this was an old Indian limiting 
Hull. These people, to whom time is no 
object, generally follow ground which en- 
tails least chopping, though It Is difficult 
to realize what ultimate advantage Is 
"allied thereby, The arduous nnd difficult 
character of 'this old trail Is empl 



the dead animals strewn along Its 
length." 

The new trail, on the contrary. Is gen- 
erallv located where dry nnd solid ground 
is to be found, and where it was found 
Impracticable to avoid mud holes and 
swamps these places hnv.e been carefully 
corduroyed, In selecting Us locution It Is 
apparent that as the work progressed and 
the necessity for haste grew less urgent 
more attention was paid to obtaining not 
only better ground but 11 more direct align- 
ment nnd easier grades. russtng rnrough 
Umber the clearing has been made from 
lb to 15 feet wide to admit sunlight, an 
Obvious advantage in a country where the 
frost penetrates the ground so deeply, and 
the larger stump's and roots have been 
removed to 11 width generally or 4 feet, 
Along side hill, whether in rock, gravid or 
clnv the trail has been eurefiilly graded 
to -t feet. The corduroy of round logs nnd 
poles; about -I feet on nn average" be- 
tween the guard poles, has been substantlal- 
Iv built. It consists 111 the first place of 
cross pieces laid on the ground, spaced 
three to four feet apart, an which arc 
pined the longitudinal pieces or stringers. 
On these latter are laid close together the 
legg or poles which form the eprdurov or 
floor- On each side on top of the cordti- 
ror nn> the guard polos, secured to Hie 
longitudinals bv VA to I'M trenails.. Th« 
Miner- between the guards Is fliiallv colored 
with any material, such ns Brave , day or 
IU08S, to be obtained near bv. Where suit- 
able timber could be secured within a 
reasonable distance, the bud paces have 
heen laid with brush and the material from 
side ditches east on top. Culverts 01 
proper dimensions and waterways pure 
been pill la. and In wet places Mitch water 
ditches have been dug to convey the water 

'''Across the Big Xuhltau nnd S'ulilln rivers' 
— the two largest river crossings— substan- 
tial bridges were blillL ill tne spring, dur- 
ing Mr. fortpr's absence In Victoria, under 
the direction of Mr. Bullock-Webster. Tne 
former bridge consists of two spans of 10 
feet each, tne superstructure o£ round logs, 
resting on timber pier and abutments lined 
with rock. There is II corduroy upproUCll 
on the north side about 110 feet long. The 
one over tuc Nubliu Is similar lu character 
but lunger, consisting of five spans of lo 
feet each, though tne water surface at 
present is only about (ill feet. The road- 
way of both is lu feet, sufficiently wide to 
puss h wagon, It is doubtful, snould the 
rivers rise above their normal high water 
stage, if the superstructure will not tii.nl 
ott. 

Under the improved coililHIouB It Is now 
possible to mane the outer trip with a 
loaded pack train— S00 pounds at least on 
each annual — from Glenora to Teslio, 107.7 
miles. In 11 days at the outside; while the 
return journey, light, can be made In from 
siiina'ti'il tliiit I two to three days less. And this can be 
done without Injuring or distressing I he 
.inlands. This menus a reduction la the 
cost of transportation between the above 

points Of at least 50 per cent. 

Of the distance— 1117.7 miles— between the 
points under, reference, the tirst 21.^1 miles 
urea fairly well-graded and well-built wag- 
1 11 road, constructed by Messrs. Mackenzie 
iS'Manu, 18734 miles nre newly built trail, 
and the remainder, 8% miles, extending 

from the 115-mile post at Moose Lake to 
the 12o : )i from the junction of the old 
tiuil, the best part of It, but now re. pilling 
lo be straightened a little and cut out to 
be equal to the rest. Of the 187% miles of 
new trull, as It stands to-day, 117% miles 
were built by Messrs. Mackenzie & Mann, 
ami 20 miles under the direction i>t' the 
local government agent, Mr. I'orter. 

This 20 miles, however, does not repre- 
sent all tlie work performed under .Mr. I'or- 
ter since instructions were Isned last spring 
lo place the trail in a passable state. Many 
Isolated portions of the worst places were 
repaired and improved, Which It was deem- 1 1 
cd advisable lo abandon wheu Messrs. Mile- t 
kenzlo ,t Mann look hold of the work. Had < 
Mr. I'orter tile advantage of experienced 1 
foremen who realized the importance of 
thoroughly exploring the country ahead of 
him, no doubt more of the work don 



the Information nnd encouragement of 
travellers, a tree alongside the trail at 
every live miles was eonsplcuonsly blazed 
nnd the mileage from the Junction cut 
thereon. 

The distance from Glenora to the Junc- 
tion was subsequently ascertained to he 
15.2 miles, making the distance from tin' for- 
mer point to Teslin lt!7.7 miles. 

It may hen- be explained Hint 
:is a matter of convenience, tin 
-point of measurement was established at 
-i in - centre of the bridge crossing Tele- 
graph creek at the junction of the wagim 
roads mentioned above. 

Four gangs, aggregating abi.nl 150 men, 
were observed working as follows: (11 
li men completing the wagon road to the 
summit; f2) 70 men working oil the trail 
between Nnlilln river and spruce mountain; 
(3) 2."> men working on Spruce mountain, 
nnd (-11 2-1 men working on the trail within 
6 miles of Teslin lake. 

After a rest at Teslin. we started on 
the return lournev on Sunday, the -Ith 
September, picking up the horses at the 
camp where we left them, and reached 
flleiiora 011 the Flth following, the 10th 
flay, having made the round trip In 21 

I On the Stll September, at 11 a.m., about 
one mile south of the Nahlin. I met Mr. 
<X. Holt, of Messrs. Mackenzie & Mann, 
on his way out to sinp work on Hie 
traill. , . 

The flirt that none of the horses lost 

II .shoe nor were In any worse condition 
nr I lie close of this somewhat rapid .lour- 
nev of 355.4 miles than they were in at 
the outset, is satisfactory evidence of the 
excellent condition In which the trull tinu 
been placed. 

Before the Improvements were Inaugur- 
ated It generally took from six to eight 
weeks to make a round trip, and It wns 
but seldom unnecorannnl ed with los" 
of some animals nnd the Injury and dlstivs 
of others. T w;is Info, men by 1111 exnerl- 
enced packer that bad not the trnll been 
Improved it would have been Impossible to 
make more than two touiiiI trips In the 



.Mr. Porter returned from Victoria 011 the 
22ad May. He Immediately took out men to 
uiigmcut the force already engaged under 
Mr. Webster, paying :«) cents per pound 
for transportation to Nahlin river. He re- 
mained with the men some days, when he 
returned to Glenora about the 2!)th and re- 
ceived the above letter. On Mr. Porter's 
way In he met Mesrs. .Mackenzie & Mann's 
representative, who Informed him that his 
principals had Instructed him to construct 
the trnll under nn arrangement they had 
made with tlie Government dated 15th 
June. It Is evident that the above letter 
of Mr. Turner to the government agent at 
Glenora was prior vo the latter date. Mr. 
I'orter not bearing definitely concerning 
the above arrangement continued to act on 
Ids Instructions until your final orders, 
dated 12th July lust, received on the (1th 
August following, to discontinue operations. 
There were at this time four government 
gang uial one large contractors' gang at 
work. As soon as Mr. I'orter could reach 
the men he dismissed them on the 10th, 
ilth and 12th of the same month, and such 
of them us could be utilized were engaged 
by the contractors. The latter also took 
over supplies and outtlt belonging to the 
Government, valued at about .$2,000. 

That there should have been a dual con- 
trol of the work nt tills time seems to be due 
to the Inefficiency of the mall service. 

It must not be overlooked that the Im- 
provements made by Mr. I'orter greatly 
facilitated the movements of the Yukon 
Held force between Telegraph Creek and 
Teslin, 

The total expenditure made by Mr. I'or- 
ter In connection with this work between 
April and September amounts to $24,- 
214.51. From this must be deducted the 
value— $2,000— Of the supplies turned over 
by him lo Messrs. Mackenzie & Mann, 
which leaves bis outlay at $22.21-1.51. 

This, to anyone unacquainted with the 
conditions, would appear a very, large ex- 
penditure for what has been accomplished, 
lull when the remoteness of the country 
and the altogether exception!! 1 circum- 
stances surrounding the work are realized, 
every allowance must be made. 

Commencing at Glenora. the wagon road, 
constructed by the contractors as a tote 
road In connection with the proposed rull- 
way to Teslin lake, follows In 11 north- 
easterly direction, though somewhat sinu- 
ously, the right bank of the Stlkine for 
some six or seven miles, then turning to 
the left it winds up the foot-hills, eventu- 
ally reaching the Junction on Telegraph 
Creek, 15.2 miles from Glenora and four 
miles from Telegraph on the Stlkine river, 
at. nn elevation or 1.500 feet. From the 
Junction to the summit, where the wagon 
road cuds six miles further. It ascends In 
a northwesterly direction the narrow-val- 
ley of Telegraph creek, crossing it twice 
nnd passing the divide on the east side at 
an elevation of 8,300 feet 21.2 miles nut. 
Descending die northern slope It crosses 
Twin Creeks.and then following the east- 
era edge of a bench it descends to the rtlg 
Tuhltiiii river, a glacier stream, crossing It 
nt 20.8 allien at an elevation of 1,080 feet.

Without doubt 
I lie efforts of Mr. Porter succeeded In ma- 
terially helping to relieve the blockade that 
existed at Glenorn and along the trail lu 
Hie eurlv spring, when owing to tlie break- 
ing up of the winter travelling was difficult 
olid almost ImpOglbbj. 

The large number or people at Glenorn 
and detained otr the t rail were induced o. 
take the Teslin' route to Dawson by repre- 
sentations whloh afterwards proved to be 
incorrect, Dekiv to these was 11 serious 
matter. It would probably entnll sufferlog 
nnd expense which I hey could not afford, 
slmplv 1 Tne government agent carried out his In- 
initial I struct ions under the most advantageous cir- 
cumstances, The weather wns bud, (he frost 
was coining out of the ground; reliable and 
experienced men to act as foremen were 
difficult to obtain, tools were scarce nnd 
transportation was expensive nnd tinre- 
liable.' When Messrs. .Mackenzie & Mil lilt's 
representative commenced operations he bad 
the resources of a large contracting firm 
at his disposal, and the weather ami other 
conditions were favorable. 

Tlie first Instructions Issued in eonnce- 
lon with this work were dated the fll h 
April last, addressed by you. I11 Mr. For 
ter's absence from Glenora In Victoria, to 
Mr. Bullock-Webster. The next were con- 
tained In n letter from the Hon. J. IT. Tur- 
ner, not dated, and of which apparently 11 
copy was nol kept, received by Mr. I'orter 
about the 2!)th of June last, which reads 
as follows:

Where moss covers the ground,' espeelitllv 
where the foliage Is honvy, the frost wns 
found, at the time I wnli there, within 



eight Inches' of the surfuce. 

This accounts for the extreme eoldueas 
of the water to be found In springs and 
small streams. Good water Is to he found 
in abundance along the trull. Lukes and 
rivers are numerous along the whole length 
of the trull. 

The timber observed couslsts of spruce, 
lack pine, balsam, poplar, cottomvood and 
dder. It is very small and In places scat- 
tered, so much so In some places difficulty 
was experienced In obtaining enough for 
the corduroys. Little wns seen along the 
trail that could be classed as merchantable 
timber, A better quality may be found 
higher up the mountain and In the lateral 
valleys. At Teslin, however, larger and 
better timber Is to be found. A snw-mlll 
built there belongs now to the Canadian 
Development Association. The charge for 
this lumber was, I was Informed, ¥150 per 
M. This mill supplied the lumber of which 
the steamer Anglian. belonging to the 
same company, Was built. 

In the open country where there are no 
trees, or where they nre scattered, a low 
shrub grows, consisting of willow und two 
other varieties, one with a yellow (lower 
with three petals, of which I do not know 
the proper names. 

The feed, consisting of bunch, red-top 
and bhie-jobit grasses, of good quality, is 
to be found throughout. Both the qu'nllfv 
find feed urea will be largely Increased next 
year over the burnt area. Where tires 
destroyed the timber In previous venrs the 
young grass Is springing up and spreading 
in all directions. Good and plentiful food 
is a most Important factor la packing eco- 
nomically over a long trail distant from the 
base of supplies. These forest llreff are not 
altogether an unmixed evil us long as the 
corduroys and bridges do not suffer. 

The means of transporting supplies over 
the trail are varied, and In some cases are 
unique. Horses, mules, burros or donkeys, 
oxen and dogs are used. In some cases 
t wo-wheel carls are dragged along by a sin- 
gle horse, mule or ox, but these must be 
abandoned sooner or later. Two old men 
were noticed wheeling loaded harrows 
along the trail on F.gnello mountain, 57 
miles from Glenora; It had taken them 
three months to get that far. Of all the 
animals used 011 this trail the ox Is the 
most: useful In wet ground. They are slow 
bill patient. 'Pilose noticed along the trail 
and at Teslin were la better condition than 
eit her horses or mules. 

It has been estimated that up to the time 
Of my Visit at least 3,500 people and SOU 
tons of supplies had passed over the trail 
since May. lu addition to 100 head of beef 
cattle and 70(1 sheep. The latter arrived 
In good order without loss. 

On the return trip I counted from the 
trail lu passing 74 parties pressing towards 
Teslin and about 500 bead of cattle. As- 
suming nn average of three persons mid 
five horses to each party— a low estimate— 
the aggregate would represent 222 people 
nnd .'!70 horses. In addition about. 520 bead 
of beef cattle In good condition were 
passed. These latter came over the Ash- 
croft trail. There were other parties I 
heard or but did not see. At Glenora ninny 
who have waited all summer for the trail 
to be made passable still remained unde- 
dechled as to their future movements. 
These are augmented from time to time by 
arrivals by the Edmonton and Ashcroft 
trnlls. 

The majority of these met on the trail and 
all who start forward subsequently this au- 
tumn will not get further than Teslin be- 
fore severe weather sets in. There they 
must remain until the river opens again, 
unless they attempt u winter's journey of 
•175 miles to Dawson, or of from 50 or 00 
miles to Atlln lake. Many, I am con- 
vinced, will not reach Teslin this winter, 
nnd of these some will alive exhausted their 
provisions before the trail becomes paRS- 
uble nguln. Supplies etui be obtained, how- 
ever. In Teslin. but those whose resources 
are limited will doubtless be subjected to 
a great deal of .suffering. 

The townslte of Teslin Is situated on 
sloping ground nt the south end of Teslin 
lake on the west shore. At the time of my 
visit there were probably from ino to 120 
people living there, the majority of whom 
were preparing to go by the river to Daw- 
son. Two well-stocked ipt&rcs do business 
In the town— tlie Hudson's Bny Comnany 
and Messrs. Cnllbrcnth & Wright. There 
nre three or four Saloons, but no hotels. 
Several people commenced to build— the 

snw-mlll across ilie lake .supplying the lum- 

berrrbUt have abandoned their houses half 
finished. The local government offices are 
at the north end of the ■occupied portion of 
the townslte. The rest of the habitations 
are tents. ' .' ,„ „ . ,, 

I was Informed when at Teslin that the 
steamer Anglian, belonging to the Cana- 
dian Develnnracut Cvuipniiy. return 
trip from Dawson hJa£"* mflefl . ^S&q ft 
2l!tli August In tho HotttUnqun >''v>...' 
150 miles below Teslin, and was unable to 
get any furl her. It would be premature to 
assume upon' the statement above thai the 
Hootttllnnmi river. Is not navigable. It Is 
just possible- I hat the steamer Is not alto- 
gether adapted. In regard 1 to draught and 
power, for the navigation of a shallow, 
rapid river, or It may be that all that Is re- 
quired to overcome the dlffleultv Is judici- 
ously arranged Improvement wocjss, The 
observations necessary to establish the 
navigability or otherwise of this river have 
not been extended far enough to enable 
ail'-ono to arrive at a satisfactory conclu- 
sion with regard to It. 

1, caving Glenora on the evening nf the 
ICtIt September, I reached Wrangel on the 
following day, and was obliged to remain 
•it the latter place until the 20th, when I 
sailed by the steamship Amur, arriving in 
Victoria on Friday, the 23rd, having been 
absent, six weeks. •

COLD AND llitY.-At, Itussland 
weather lias been very •cold this month, 
the thermometer registering so far down 
as 22 below. The water was shut off by 
the private company operating the plant, 
and the Miner says: "II. W. Fellows, the 
superintendent of the Water & Light Com- 
pany, Is not exactly the most popular man 
in Rosslaud at the present time, there be- 
ing a well-defined feeling that both he and 
his company are partially responsible for 
the cold snap, and wholly so for the luck 
of water, frozen pipes and all the other 
moos the people are now suffering from. 
To a Miner reporter Mr. Fellows said: 
'There Is plenty of water on hand to sup- 
ply a city much larger than Rosslaud is at 
the present time if the people would not 
waste It, but when I found that a great 
deal more water was being run off in the 
night time than there was actually being 
used in the day time, I was obliged to turn 
off the supply for a time In order to retain 
a sufficient quantity for lire protection, 
The shutting off of t'le water at 2 o'clock 
in the morning was the case of more kicks 
than even the cold weather had been at 
its worst. Hotels and restaurants were suf- 
fering badly, and their guests made mut- 
ters lively for the hosts, who were unable 
to help themselves. There were few who 
did not suffer from the arbitrary act of the 
superintendent, whom they accused of 
Standing in with the plumbers, In order to

MINERAL EXHIBIT. — A number of 
other boards of trade from the Kootenny 
district asked for the friendly offices of the 
Rosslaud board In urging for an appropria- 
tion tor a representative at the Earl's 
Court exhibition and at the Taris exposl 
tlon. Vancouver wanted this appropria- 
tion to be at least $100,000, but Rosslaud 
thinks that one-tenth of that sum would 
be enough, and will recommend an appro- 
priation of $10,000 for the two exhibits. 
The opinion was expressed that It was de- 
sirable to have a collection of the minerals 
of the province in England, which could be 
moved around to the different fairs and 
exhibitions in the United Kingdom. 



MUSIC HALL FIRE.— When at about 
noon on the 6th dense volumes of smoke 
began to pour over Columbia avenue, Ross- 
land, in a few minutes everyone knew the 
International music hall In Spokane street 
was on fire. Before the the bell had fin- 
ished tolling the alarm, the fire department 
bad arrived on the spot. It took some time 
to locate the fire, which was in the ac- 
tresses' room. The entire neighborhood 
was enshrouded In a pall of smoke. Volun- 
teers rushed from all quarters, and soon 
the men were swarming In, over and 
around the building like a nest of nuts. 
Water was In abundance, anil the streams 
were playing from every point of vantage. 
It was generally conceded that If the In- 
ternational once got fairly afire the whole 
town would burn. Within an hour the 
firemen had withdrawn, leaving behind 
them nothing worse thou a few broken 
doors, windows, roofs and a thoroughly 
soaked building.

MOVIE A SHIPPER.— It can now be 
positively stated to the world at large, 
says the Moyie Leader, that Moyle has 
shipping mines. This week five carloads 
of ore from the Lake Shore left here for 
tlie smelter at Trull for treatment. The 
live cars contained 110 tons of ore, which 
will run about $00 to the ton, making the 
gross value of the shipment about $0,000. 
The owners expect, after tin; freight and 
treatment charges are deducted, the ore 
will net them in the neighborhood of $20 to 
the ton, or on the aggregate $2,200. This 
will he the first money produced from the 
mines of. Moyle. The Lake Shore mine was 
Staked about five years ago and is now 
owned by Martin Foley, Tom Under, Chas. 
Farrell, John Day and Hen Murphy. Dur- 
ing those; live years they have had a hard 
struggle.

AT LIN RAILWAY DELEGATES. 

Proposition Laid Before tin; Members of 
the Government Yesterday. 

The delegates who came over from 
Vancouver on Tuesday evening to inter- 
view the government in respect to the 
construction of a lino of railway into the 
Atlii: country, met with the members of 
the British Columbia Board of Trade 
yesterday morning and were given an 
outline of whut the "White Pass Railway 
Company intend to do, by Mr. George 
AV. Mitchell, the company's representa- 
tive. The outline was similar to that 
given by President Graves in an inter- 
view in the Colonist on Sunday morning. 
After the meeting at the Board of Trade 
looms, tlie delegates proceeded to the 
parliament buildings where they were 
introduced to the members of the' cabinet 
by Mr. S. Oppeilheimer. The propositions 
they laid before the government were: 

1. The urgent neeesisty of certain and 
direct railway communication with At- 
lin City. 

'-. The White Pass railroad people, 
who are behind this enterprise, are now 
building from Skngway to Bennett with- 
out asking for any subsidy in cash or 
land. 

!5. The Atlin country can be more 
easily reached from Log Cabin on the 
line of the White 1'ass railway than by 
any other mute. 

4. The distance from Log Cabin to At- 
lin City is 51 miles. 29 miles of railway 
and Hie remainder by water. 

. The While Pass Railway Company 
will construct this branch provided suili- 
cient aid is granted either in the shape 
of a substantial subsidy or a guarantee. 
The line will cost $25,000 a mile.
